A 
T WENTY years ago, people who had in their drawing-rooms a glass 
; globe, containing a frog, a minnow, some water and gravel, and a root 
or two of duck-weed, thought themselves the possessors of a very mar- 
vellous collection of natural objects. Now they pay sixpence, or some 
such price, and regard a live porpoise, a conger, or a shark with listless 


curiosity. This curiosity may now be satisfied in so many parts of the 


country that a fresh addition to our list of aquariums does not always | 


receive the share of notice which should be accorded to it. The latest 
place at which it is proposed to establish an aquarium is New Brighton. 
A company has been formed for the purpose, with money and substantial 
names on the directorate; and the capital, which we believe is being 
rapidly subseribed, will be amply sufficient to cover the whole programme 
which ineludes a handsome hotel and accommodation for baths. New 
Brighton, from its situation, is, we should say, a place well adapted for

VET it be, first of all, understood that I am not in the habit of 
4 attending my wife on shopping excursions. I know some married 
men who are addicted to this odious habit : they are so, I fear, more by 
compulsion than by necessity. I should consider such a state of things 
as the last stage of degradation, and my wife would be the last woman in 
the world to ask me to submit to it. She, in fact, in her secret soul, as 
far as I know it, prefers to go and purchase her “ things” by herself, or 
in company with some of the girls, and I must confess that I am quite 
content with this arrangement. Some women like to drag their husbands 
about with them wherever they go, like tame poodles. They delight in 

ceing men dawdling on stools, gazing hopelessly on piles of millinery 
and upholstery, and lounging against counters, so long as they do not 
ogle the girls, which is, of course, contrary to all rules. I don’t know 
precisely what was the reason which induced me to accompany my wife 
recently on a shopping raid or foray ; partly curiosity, perhaps partly a 
desire to please (and I didn’t please a bit, for I believe she was wishing 
me at the bar of a public-house all the time), and partly it is possible 
idleness. Now, having undertaken to go through with it, and although 
many times prompted, secretly, to glide away unseen and have a smoke 

omewhere, I manfully stuck to my stool, and watched the manceuvres 
of the women. It strikes me that women are never happier in their 
humdrum lives than when engaged in the occupation of shopping. It 
seems to be a never-failing source of gratification to women (my own 
among the rest) to spend four or five shillings in a shop, and have 
paraded before their eyes in the process miles upon miles of calico, acres 
of carpet, thousands of pairs of gloves, stockings numberless, and hats, 
bonnets, and cuffs innumerable. When I think of these things, I cannot 
help letting my mind dwell on the enormous amount of unnecessary 
work which human beings are fond of inflicting upon their friends. I 
fall into a reverie about this, from which I am only awakened by a poke 
in the ribs from my wife’s umbrella. She has made her insignificant 
purchases, and the weary shop-women are setting themselves to the task 
of piling up neatly all that large assortment of miscellaneous articles 
which the ladies have inspected and have not bought. My wife eyes me 
somewhat reproachfully as I regard them. She is never jealous, but, at 
the same time —— how could she, however, be expected to know what I am 
thinking of? There are the girls, and there am I; that is about her idea 
of the state of things in general. I am told that they never sit down 
throughout the weary work-day, these unfortunates. I read the state- 
ment in print, and find no contradiction thereof. My wife, probably, 
never gives the matter a thought; she sits while she doesn’t make her 
purchases. When I subsequently allude to the subject at home, she 
takes a sort of languid interest in it. She admits that it must be rather 
« hardship, and probably an unhealthy thing, to be kept on one’s legs for 
ten hours out of twenty-four. She really does think there is something 
in it, now the subject is brought before her; but, then, what is to be 
done? I have penned these lines chiefly with the view of calling further 
attention to a subject which has already been discussed. There is little 
need of evidence, or of eloquence, on the subject. It is clear enough that 
it must be unhealthy for girls to have no chance all day of relieving their 
legs from the weight of their bodies. It is clearly not necessary that 
they should be without the chance. There are, in every business in 
which females are engaged, intervals of leisure in which the comparative 
repose of sitting might be easily permitted. If the shopkeepers have 
reasons to give against this, let the reasons be stated. The present 
writer believes that there are no such reasons, but that this grievance is 
merely an accidental one, which only requires to be made thoroughly 
public in order that it may be remedied, An argument which would sup- 
pose that shopkeepers wilfully perpetuate, a uselessly injurious practice 
would defeat its own ends.

JURYMEN ON THE SPREE. 


N OT very long ago, a question was raised at the Manchester Assizes 
j4.{. as to whether locked-up jurymen were entitled to reasonable refresh-
